Said today that the audit was un- 
fair and that all funds owing to the 
city had been accounted for by her. 

The situation is another develop- 
ment in the political fight which 
has revolved about the office of 


| City Collector since Mrs. Butenhof*

1930. 

A statement of the auditors, Cor- 
nell & Co., accompanying the re- 
port, points out that Mrs. Buten- 
hoff claims $8150.06 in commis- 
sions at the rate of 4 per cent on 
taxes collected since 1928. A -suit 
by the city against Mrs. Butenhoff 
for $7078 is pending at Clayton, 
based on her claim at the time the 
suit was filed last May. 

Attacks Fairness of Audit, 

Trieseler, speaking for Mrs. Bu- 
tenhoff, charged that the report 
was prepared by instructions of the 
City Attorney, Edward J. Houli- 
han, and that i#¢ has ignored de- 
tails shown by the books which 
would explain his client’s position 
fully. 

*‘In the first place,” he said, ‘‘the 
auditors did not mention an error 
in the books of approximately 
$1500. discovered by them and ad- 
mitted by Mrs. Butenhoff, which 
is now in the Collector’s account 
and which she has in the bank. 
The auditors themselves made an 
error of $1600. We have a can- 
celed check to prove it.” He de- 
clined to explain further the na- 
ture of the error. 

“Approximately $500 of the 
$4735 reported as due the city,” 
Trieseler said, “had been lawfully 
paid to the City Clerk in the form 
of 25h-cent commissions on delin- 
quent tax bills. Finally, about $900 
has been retained by the Collector, 
consisting of 2 per cent commis- 
sion on delinquent taxes.” 


Successor Kept Out of Office. 
Mrs. Butenhoff has thus far suc- 
cessfully resisted every effort ot 
Miss Ibbetson to assume the office 
to which she was elected. The 
Board of Aldermen refused to ac- 
cept Miss Ibbetson’s bond on tech- 
nical grounds after the election. 
Last April, with a-change of polit- 
ical party, Miss Ibbetson received 
a certificate of election, but Mrs. 
Butenhoff still held out, so Miss 
Ibbetson was named Assistant City 
Clerk at a salary of $100 a month, 
succeeding Mrs. Butenhoff, who 
had held that office in addition to 
the collectorship.

“Is there an indictment pending 
or has a bench warrant ever been 
issued for this man?” asked State 
Senator John J. McNaboe, Demo- 
crat. 

“No,” replied the witness, Detec- 
tive John O'Neill. 

“Wanted Card” in Evidence. 

After a long argument the com- 


' mittee voted to admit into its rec- 


ords the ‘‘wanted card” and photo- 
name as Lorenzo Fuzzio, alias Lar- 
ry Young Gilmore, 35. 

Earlier in the day Capt. Lewis J. 
Valentine, a former police inspec- 
tor, told of what he called unsuc- 
cessful attempts to persuade Perry 
and John H. McCooey, Democratic 
chieftain in Brooklyn, to suppress 
gambling in Democratic clubs. 

He also testified that liquor had 
been on sale in a gambling room of 
Sheriff Thomas M. Farley’s club 
and that a loaded revolver was 
found when police raided the place. 

The story of all raids on the 
clubs was much the same. Seldom 
was anyone convicted on the gam- 
bling charges. 

As an example, the Captain cited 
that when 8&2 men arrested in the 
Perry club were hauled into court, 
all were discharged after it had 
been pointed out no complaint had 
been made by the landlord (Per- 
ry) or by the tenants (members of 
the club). 

Plea to Halt Gambling. 


Valentine said it was while a 
Democratic club headed by former 
Alderman Peter J. McGuinness was 
under observation that he was sent 
by the Police Commissioner 
(George McLaughlin) to McCooey 
with a direct plea for assistance. 

“The commissioner told me to 
ask McCooey to suppress the gamb- 
ling there before a scandal result- 
ed,”’ the witness testified. ‘Large 
numbers of men, particularly rail- 
road employes in yards nearby, 
were losing their money to pro- 
fessicnal gamblers. 

“He asked me to urge McCoovy 
to put a stop to it so the organ- 
ization would not be scandalized. 


‘I did this. McCooey thanked 
me, thanked the commissioner and 
said he would see McGuinness that 
night. Apparently it did no good. 
We kept the place under observa- 
tion for three or four weeks, had 
men in there who played, and 
finally made the raid.’ 

The testimony discolsed that all 
the prisoners except four were dis- 
charged immediately and three of 
the remaining four were subse- 
quently acquitted. 


Valentine was a Deputy Inspec- 
tor and commanded a _  confiden- 
tial squad under Police Commis- 
sioners George C. McLaughlin and 
the late Joseph A. Warren. He 
was reduced to Captain and his 
squad broken up when Grover A. 
Whalen became Commissioner. 

Valentine said his men had great 
difficulty getting into the three 
clubs under suspicion although he 
had some of them join the clubs in 
aneffort to form contacts with 
the gamblers. Some of the gam- 
bling rooms had doors like refrig- 
erators to make entrance difficult.

They were hardly 20 feet 
away. You never saw such a 
scramble. One looked as if he 
were going through the glass door 
anl I thought he had. I shot at 
the .other one—at his legs so I 
could just bring him down without 
killing hine.. But he was too quick 
for me. 

“J ran out after them down the 
hall and saw them turn the corner 
toward the stairway but I couldn't 
get a shot. They had got out of 
the building before I got down- 
stairs and called to some men in 
the lobby.”’

Declares Stabilization of Silver 
Necessary to Ease World 
Depression. 


By the Associated Press, 
LONDON, Sept. 24.—Sir 
Cunliffe-Owen, president the 
Board of Trade, speaking at a 
luncheon as chairman of the Brit- 
ish-American. Tobacco Co., today 
asseried that quick action toward 
stabilizing the price of silver is 


necessary if the world depression 
is to be eased. 

Asserting that silver has depre- 
ciated in value by 66 pcr cent and 
that it is the basis of value for 
three-fifths of the world’s popula- 
tion, he declared that its price 
must pe increased and stabilized or 
business cannot be revived. China, 
India and Mexico he mentioned 
particularly as depending on sil- 
ver as a basis of value just as oth- 
er countries depend upon gold. 

Four American corporations con- 
trol 67% per cent or more of the 
world’s silver production, he said. 
At the same time India has on 
hand between 300,000,000 and 
400,000,000 ounces of silver. He 
sucgckted that the American cor- 
porations and India should com- 
bine to control the price of silver 
by seeing to it that none is sold 
on the market except at a stipulat- 
ed price.

Its success was amply evidenced 
in the unanimous approval from 
high Government officials 


technical experts, who went along 
on the 125-mile flight as observ- 
ers. 

The silver hulled craft carried 
113 men, passengers and crew, 
which sets a new record  (*{for 
America and is thought to be the 
greatest passenger list of any air- 
ship in the world. 

Already the navy is speculating 
on the manifold cruising possibil- 
ities disclosed in the first flight. 
The Akron has a cruising range of 
11,000 miles at 50 knots. 

May Fly to Hawaii. 

‘We expect,” said Rear Admiral 
William A. Moffett, ‘“‘to learn lés- 
sons far beyond those taught by 
the operations and experiences of 
the Los Angeles and the Graf Zep- 
pelin because of the improved de- 
sign of the Akron. 

“Perhaps there will be trips 
over the Atlantic, perhaps to far- 
off lands now inaccessible, and 
perhaps over the Pacific—to -Ha- 
wall, Guam and maybe beyond.” 

Commanding the Akron was 
Lieutenant - Commander Charles 
E. Rosendahl, former skipper of 
the Los Angeles and a survivor of 
the wreck of the Shenandoah, 
which oecurred six years ago not 
far from the birthplace of the 
Akron.

GENEVA, Sept. 24.—The League 


of Nations’ Financial Committee, 
in a report published today, in- 
dorses the recommendations of the 
Wiggin Bankers’ Committee for 
the revision of German reparations 
and intergovernmental war debts. 
The committee also recommends 
that the Council send financial ex- 
perts to Vienna to assist in the fi- 
nancial rehabilitation of Austria 


and urged the necessity of raising 
$35,000,000 by foreign credits for 
this reconstruction. 

The part of the report dealing 
with the conclusions of the Wiggin 
committee said: ‘‘The report recent- 
ly issued by the experts at Basei 
emphasized the responsibility which 
rests upon the Governments of the 
world to take prompt measures to 
re-establish confidence, The Finan- 
cial Committee can only repeat wend 
emphasize these conclusions and 
urge the pressing necessity in the 
interest of all countries of immedi- 
ate action.” 

The Wigzin Bankers’ Committee, 
set up by the Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements at the behest of 
the seven-Power conference in 
London, recommended in August 
that the entire structure of inter- 
governmental war debts and Ger- 
man reparations be revised as the 
first step toward the return of 
world prosperity. 

“We think it is essential,” the 
committee said, “that before the 
period of prolongation of credits 
recommended by the London con- 
ference comes to an end that the 
governments concerned should give 
to the world the assurance that in- 
ternational political relations are 
established on a basis of mutual 
confidence, which is the sine qua 


non of economic recovery, and that.

financial stability.”

MOSCOW, Idaho, Sept. 24.— 
Senator William E. Borah. of Idaho 
declared today that if Japan ‘had 
10 times the reason she alleges 
for entering Manchuria, she would 
still be vioiating international law, 
the Versailles treaty, League of 
Nations agreements and the Kel- 


logg pact.” 
The chairman of the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee made 
this statement at the inauguration 
of the William E. Borah Founda- 
tion for Outlawry of War, set up 
at the University of Idaho through 
a gift from Salmon Levinson of 
Chicago.

He appealed for a revision of 
European em treaties which 
he said are ‘“‘pofeoning the whole 
life of Europe,” with the result 
that “Europe arms and arms, and 
arms still further.” 

The Idaho Senator addressed a 
gathering at the University of Ida- 
ho inaugurating the $50,000 “Wil- 
liam E. Borah Foundation for the 
Outlawry of War’ established by 
Salmon O. Levinson, Chicago attor- 
ney. 

Revision of the treaties, he said, 
must come before there can be an 
end to competition in armaments 
which “disarranges and demoral- 
izes the economic systems of the 
nations until today some of the 
great nations are upon the verge of 
economic collapse and financial 
breakdown.” 

“The world is spending more 
money for armaments by far than 
at any time in its history, save in 
the midst of the World War,’ he 
stated, and taxpayers are “paying 
for this program with their blood.” 

“While much has been done for 
peace on paper, the spirit of sus- 
picion on the one hand and hate 
on the other smoulder beneath the 
surface. Those things which move 
men to action, their fears and sense 
of injustice, the division of races 
and peoples, the breaking up of old 
boundaries, all these things make 
for armaments.

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/° PHILIPPINE LEGISLATURE ASKS 
FOR IMMEDIATE ‘FREEDOM 


‘Unanimously Passes Memorial to Hoover and 
Congress Requesting Action—Message 
Delivered to Hurley. 


By the Associated Press. 
MANILA, Sept. 24.—The Insular 


|Legislature today unanimously 


adopted a resolution memorializing 
Congress for immediate independ- 
ence for the Philippines. 

The memorial was passed at a 
joint session of the two houses and 
was delivered to Secretary of War 
Patrick J. Hurley, now officially 
visiting the Philippines, for deliv- 
ery to Congress and President 
Hoover. 

Expressing the belief that sepa- 
ration was the only solution of the 
Philippine problem, the memorial 
said that the “independence of 
America from the Philippines would 
seem to be as imperative as the 
independence of the Philippines 
from America.”’ 

A Thrust at Hurley. 

Prior to the adoption of the res- 
olution. acting Senate President 
Sergio Osmena addressed the ses- 
sion in a speech which many in- 
terpreted as a direct refusal of 
Filipino leaders to accept the state- 
ment of Secretary Hurley that he 
was-trying to work out arrange- 
ments whereby the two peoples 
could live happily together. 

“We are not seeking reforms or 
changes in our government,” Os- 
mena said. “We are not interested 
in new government formulas. Au- 
tonomy is what our people want. 
The desire now js for independ- 
ence; to be allowed to live a life 
of their own choosing and direct- 
ing their own destiny and to estab- 


lish here a government ioved and 
supported by its Natiorrals under 
the shadow of its own flag.” 

The memorial cited alleged 
moves to exclude Filipino immi- 
grants and Philippine products 
from the United States and the 
unsatisfactory condition arising 
from dual responsibility in govern- 
ment. 

“Friction and Misunderstanding.” 

“The present movement to ex- 
clude Filipinos from the United 
States,” the resolution said, “is giv- 
ing rise to friction and misunder- 
standing. The manner in which 
the campaign is being conducted 
cannot but arouse among the 
Filipino people the feeling that it 
is impelled by other than purely 
economic motives. 

“Even at the present time it is 
not safe for Filipinos to engage 
in lawful occupations in some 
parts of the United States. ... Our 
present trade relations with the 
United States are uncertain and un- 
stable. Regulated exclusively by 
the American Congress, America’s 
interests, rather than our own, are 
the dominant consideration 
Therefore, with all due respect, 
with a deep feeling of: gratitude 
toward America, with full con- 
sciousness of the burdens and re- 
sponsibilities of independent life, 
we hereby submit that the time has 
come for a redemption of Amer- 
ica’s solemn promise to declare 
and recognize the complete inde- 
pendence of the Philippines.”

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MILL SALARIES PAID 
BEFORE BANKRUPTCY 


Luehrmann Family Drew Out 
$8000 Before Filing 
Action. 


Testimohy that members of the 
Luehrmann family, owners of the 
Luehrmann Milling Co., 101 Mon- 
roe street, drew out $8000 in back 
salaries several da¥s before placing 
the concern in bankruptcy last 
June, was given before Referee in 
Bankruptcy Coles yesterday by 
Irving F. Luehrmann, .vice presi- 
dent and treasurer. 

Luehrmann, who directed the af- 
fairs of the company, although his 
mother, Mrs. Mary M. Luehrmann, 
a widow, was the president, identi- 
fied checks totaling $8000, which 
he signed as treasurer on May 29. 
last, three days before the volun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy was 
filed. 

Mrs. Luehrmann was paid $3909 
on her salary account, which was 
$600 a month, although she had no 
active duties with the concern; Irv- 
ing collected $2075; Elmer Luehr- 
mann, another son, who was secre.- 
tary, drew $1975, and Miss Edna 
Luehrmann, a daughter, received 
$50, a monthly allowance paid to 
her by the company. 

Irving Luehrmann testified he 
was under the impression that ap- 
proximately $4000 remained in the 
company’s account after “the fam- 
ily’ drew their checks. Attorneys 
for the trustee, however, told the 
Referee that, bank records show 
that actually there was about $400. 

“Did you build up the account 
through allowing bills to become 
past due before you drew these 
family checks?" Referee Coles in- 
quired. 

Luehrmann responded that there 
had been no deliberate building up 


of the bank account, but admitted | 


that he knew the company was 
facing a critical financial condition, 
due to the declining grain market, 
which caused customers to reject 
shipments. Asked why the family 
had selected that time to draw 
back salaries, Luehrmann replied, 
‘we needed the money.” 

Luehrmann was questioned con- 
cerning a similar withdrawal of 
funds by him from the C. L. Ben- 
nett Co., a retail feed and coal 
company operated at Blytheville, 
Ark... which also failed. He admit- 
ted drawing $1200 in back salary 
from this concern in June, after 
the Luehrmann company closed. 
His brother, Elmer, who also had 
a back salary account, took pos- 
session of an automobile belong- 
ing to the company, Irving ‘said. 
The Bennett company owed $22, 
000, and had about $10,000 in as- 
sets when it failed, with only 
about $100 in its bank account. 

‘That was sort of bad for the 
creditors, wasn’t it?” Referee 
Coles remarked. 

The Luehrmann company owes 
creditors $65,000, and lists assets 
of $122,000. The assets, includ- 
ing some Florida real estate and 
$50,000 in accounts, will be con- 
siderably less than the estimate, 
the trustee stated. The Luehrmann 
company formerly did $3, 500,000 
in business annually, Irving Luehr- 
mann said.

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Why Colorado Court Held {If 
Ballistics Expert Wrong 


a 


Supreme Judges, Unable to Discern Markings 
He Described to Jury, Free Defend- 
‘ant in Murder Case. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DENVER, Colo., Sept. 24.— 


Judges of the Colorado Supreme 
Court examined, under a magnify- 


ing glass, the bullets with which 
Mrs. William Matthews was killed, 
before they reached their verdict 
freeing her husband, who had 
been convicted of her murder on 
the testimony of a ballistics expert. 

Matthews, a bank watchman in 
Walsenburg, Colo., presented an 
alibi which the Supreme Court de- 
clared “perfect.” This led the 
court to question the conclusiveness 
of the testimony, given by an ex- 
pert witness, that the three bul- 
lets taken from Mrs. Matthews’ 
body had been fired from Mat- 
thews’ revolver. ~The Judges, 
scrutinizing the bullets, were un- 
able to see on them the markings 
which the expert described. The 
court, after reviewing the circum- 
stances of the killing and the alibi 
testimony of three witnesses, says. 

“Aside from mere routine proof, 
the case rested solely upon the tes- 
timony of a ballistics expert, who 
had examined the bullets taken 
from the body of the deceased, 
compared them with bullets which 
he fired from defendant’s revolver 
and gave it as his opinion that the 
murder was committed with that 
weapon. 

Calis Alibi “Perfect.” 

“If the evidence of the expert is 
true, defendant’s wife was killed 
with defendant’s gun, and since, 
during the time when the murder 
must have been committed, the 
gun was in his possession, his 
guilt is established. Against this 
testimony must be set defendant’s 
long residence in the community, 
his unquestioned character, ab- 
sence of motive and a perfect alibi. 
Under such circumstances, the tes- 
timony of this expert must be sub- 
jected to the most careful scrutiny. 

“If veracity and credibility were 
the preponderating elements in 
that scrutiny, a well-established 


with the conclusion of the jurors 
who saw and heard the witness, 
but such is not the situation pre- 
sented. This witness explained to 
the Court how such guns were 
made and how the bullets fired 
from them were Often so marked 
by the grooves in the rifling as to

“He did not, then, rest his con- 
clusion upon his mere opinion that 
the bullets which caused death 
came from defendant’s weapon. 
He made a comparison of the two 
under a glass, in the presence of 
the jurors, and pointed ' out to 
them the identical markings upon 
which his opinion was based, so 
that the jurors were, presumably, 
as capable of seeing what he saw, 
and as irresistibly driven to his 
conclusion therefrom, as the wit- 
ness himself. 

Judges Examine Bullets. 

“The force of his testimony de- 
pends, therefore, upon the appear- 
ance of the alleged markings on 
the bullets in evidence. All these 
bullets are before us. Each of the 
Justices has examined them under 
a powerful glass (though not the 
identical one used at the trial) and 
has been wholly unable to see any- 
thing resembling what the witness 
says he saw, and which he as- 
sumed to exhibit to the jurors. 

“The rule applicable here is the 
identical rule applicable where all 
the evidence in support of a judg- 
ment is presented by deposition. 
This Court is as capable of passing 
upon such evidence as the jurors 
who heard it. All’ the facilities 
they had we have. _ If it were al- 
leged, for instance, that a certain 
assertion appeared in a deposition 
in a@ case and that assertion were 
indispensable to support the judg- 
ment entered, and an examination 
of the deposition disclosed no such 
assertion, we would necessarily re- 
verse the judgment. 

“Here the sole evidence of guilt 
is the assertion that certain alleged 
markings appear upon these bul- 
lets. We examine them and find 
nothing of the kind. Hency the 
judgment must necessarily be re- 
versed. The thread is entirely too 
slender to support a sentence of 
life imprisonment. 

‘The evidence is not only weak 
and uncertain; it is no evidence. 
Under such circumstances @fend- 
ant’s motion for a directed verdict 
should have been sustained. The 
judgment is reversed and the cause 
remanded with directions to the 
trial court to sustain defendant's 
motion and discharge him.”’

TESTS OF FIINESS 
10 WED REJECTED 
BY EPISCOPALLANS 


Deputies Accept, Then De- 
feat Proposal for Certifi- 
cates of Physical 
Mental Condition. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Sept. 24.—The house 
of deputies of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church yesterday adopted 
and later rescinded a provision re- 
quiring medical certificates before 
marriage, approved establishment 
of a marital ecclesiastical court in 
each diocese and outlined eight im- 
pediments to matrimony. 

Approval of the amendment to 
the church law requiring both par- 
ties to a marriage to present cer- 
tificates stating each was free from 
mental and physical impediments to 
union, was a surprise. The vote 
was 240 for.the amendment and 215 
against. When it was announced 
the vote was so close the deputies 
agreed to reconsider. Only a few 
dissenting voices were heard on the 
second vote which defeated the 
amendment. 

Establishment of an ecclesiastica] 
court in each diocese to consider 
marital cases was approved, pro- 
ponents Overcoming opposition led 
by Roswell Page, lay deputy from 
Virginia. Page and his followers 
also opposed, unsuccessfully, a pro- 
vision for public and private in- 
struction on marriage. 

The deputies also approved a sec- 
tion which requires that “if one 
party to a marriage so grievously 
offend the other that security or 
permanence of the home is im- 
periled it shall be the duty of the 
offended party, before instituting 
legal proceedings of any nature, 
to lay the matter before a minister 
of the church; and it shall be the 
duty of such minister to labor that 
the parties may be reconciled.’’ 

Nine impediments to marriage 
listed in a proposed canon were 
adopted. 

One section of the proposed mat- 
rimonial canon, reported by com- 
mittee, remains for discussion. It 
concerns the remarriage of divorced 
persons. It allows remarriage of a 
person who is the innocent party 
to a divorce granted on grounds of 
adultery. The same .provision is 
made under existing rules. 

The deputies approved a section 
which reads “that a person whose 
former marriage has been annulled 
or dissolved by a civil court and 
annulled by an ecclesiastical court, 
may be married by a minister of 
this church.”

Former Wife Files Action in Be- 
half of Son — Personal 
Estate Involved. 


Suit to set aside the will of 
James Eads How, “millionaire 
hobo,” was filed in Circuit Court 
yesterday by his former wife, Mrs. 


Ingeborg J. How of Los Angeles. 
Cal. She sues in behalf of herself 
and her 18-year-old son, Holger, 
by a previous marriage. How, it is 
contended, adopted Holger, there- 
by making him his legal heir. 

In a decision last March Cir- 
cuit Judge Rosskopf ruled that 
How’s brother, Louis How, Rock- 
ford, Mass., was the legal bene- 
ficiary of a $300,000 estate which 
was held in trust for James Eads 
How during his life. However, it 
was stated it had been agreed to 
Pay to the adopted son about 
$55,000 in settlement of a claim 
for the trust property which had 
been left by How’s mother, the 
late Mrs. Elizabeth How. In addi- 
tion, it was said, the boy was to 
receive title to'a $15,000 home in 
Los Angeles owned by his foster 
father, 

Only How’s individual estate is 
involved in the will contest. An 
appraiser’s report filed in Probate 
Court shows the total value of this 
estate to be $30,673, the principal 
asset being 42 shares of stock in 
ae Eads Land Co. valued at $23,- 

How’s will, made a few days be- 
fore his death, which took place 
July 22, 1930, bequeathed his es- 
tate “for the benefit and behoof 
of ‘workers of the world,’ especial- 
ly for the education of the dis- 
employed along lines I and my 
friends have been working all these 
years to produce justice and a class- 
less order throughout the world.” 
It named Nicholas Klein of Cin- 
cinnati, an attorney; Barney 
Haughey, Denver, and Herman 
Gaul, Chicago, as co-trustees. The 
International Brotherhood Welfare 
Association, which How promoted, 
received authority to select a new 
trustee if a vacancy occurred. 

The will suit alleges that How 
was not of sound and disposing 
mind when he executed the docu- 
ment and consequently did not 
comprehend who were the natural 
objects of his bounty; further, it 
is alleged, he was unduly influ- 
enced. 

Mrs. Ingeborg How had obtained 
a divorce from How, who was a 
member of a prominent 8t. Louis 
family. His maternal grandfather, 
James B. Eads, constructed Eads 
Bridge, and his paternal grandfa- 
ther, John How, was Mayor in the 
ante-bellum period.

Lou Terry is the proud possessor 
of a belt today which proclaims 
him lightweight boxing champion 

of Missouri. The belt was present- 
ed to Terry by Mayor Miller after 
he had defeated Sammy Ward of 
Fort Worth, Texas, in a 15- round 
bout at The Arena last night by a 
unanimous decision of Harry Kess- 
ler and Bob Parkinson, fight ref- 
erees, acting as judges. 

It was the first 15-round contest 
hela under the new Missouri law 
which recently went into effect. 

The battle was the final of five 
presented by Jack Tippett, match- 
maker for the Walter Hatzfeld Post 
of the American Legion, which in- 
troduced decisions to St. Louis 
fans. It was about the best fight 
on the card which had been in- 
jured greatly by the last minute 
withdrawal of Eddie Shea, who 
was scheduled to oppose Midget 
Mike O'Dowd of Columbus, O., in 
the feature 10-rounder. Shea re- 
ported sick yesterday with affida- 
vits from physicians of the Illinois 
Conmission verifying his state- 
ments and after a further exam- 
ination by Dr. Herluf G. Lund, Mis- 
souri Commission physician, he was 
permitted to withdraw in favor of 
Mickey Genaro, of Waterbury, 
‘onn. 

No Thrills in This Fight. 

If. O'Dowd's efforts were his 
best, and there were many in the 
‘rowd who doubted it, then it was 
fortunate for him that Shea was 
ill. He missed more wild swings 
at Genaro, whose real name is Leo 
Mangenaro, and landed fewer 
punches than could reasonably be 
expected from a boxer of O’Dowd's 
reputation. Genaro, on the other 
hand, merely appeared to be a 
rough, clumsy fighter. They mauled 
each other for 10 rounds’ with 
neither doing any, damage or pro- 
7ucing any thrills. At the end the 
judges disagreed, and Referee Wal- 
ter Heisner gave the victory to 
VU’ Dowd. 

Johnny Kaiser and Davey Barry 
upplied the real thrills by scor- 
ing quick knockouts. Kaiser sailed 
into Babe Ruth of Louisville, Ky., 
with hard body punches, which put 
Ruth on the floor for a nine count 
early in the second round and fol- 
lowed it up with a two-fisted at- 
tack which put the Kentuckian 
away before the round ended. It 
was the third knockout for Kaiser 
in his last four starts, and he has 
‘ooked better on every out.

“Another day Cobb noticed an 
outfielder playing out of position.

The fielder moved a little the next 
time, but Cobb again placed his 
hit safely. -He outguessed that 
player five straight times. And it 
wasn't an accident, any one of 
them. 


Could Hit for Distance. 


“Cobb didn’t depend on. sheer 
slugging, the way Ruth does, but 
he could hit them far and wide 
when he wanted to and with a ball 
that was deader than the one we 
have now. 

“Ball players and fans never 
really understood Cobb. He was a 
Jekyll and Hyde personality. Some 
days he was a great guy, easy to 
get along with. Others, you couldn't 
gO near him. 

“He was high-strung and, as I 
say, always thinking about two 
jumps ahead of everybody else on 
the field. Guess that’s why he 
found it tough trying to succeed 
as a manager. 

“I've found out you can’t handle 
all ball players alike. Some have 
to be coaxed, others driven. Some 
need advice, others get along great 
for you without a word.”

Unless forced to change because 
of injuries, Gabby Street and Con- 
nie Mack vill rely on cne man to 
do the catching in the world series. 
When the clubs take the field at 
Sportsman’s Park in the opening 
battle Oct. 1, Jimmy Wilson will be 
behind the bat for the Redbirds 
and Mickey Cochrane for the Ath- 
letics.

Coc*:rane is rated as the 
greatest in baseball and usually is 
the unanimous choice for all the 
All-Star clubs. Wilson is not far 
behind and that he is capable of 
taking care of himself in competi- 
tion with Cochrane was shown in 
the 1930 world series.

rants, many of which disclose by 
their indorsements' that many 
members cashed warrants made 
payable to wives, sons, daughters 
or other relatives of fellow-mem- 
bers.

Bishop Cannon Says He Mixed _ 
Funds, Knew What He Was Doing 
And That It’s Nobody Else’s Business 


| Dedlares He Kept Track of 


Anti-Smith Lies, Home| 
From Europe, Admits 
Using $13,000 of Trust 


Money; Replaced It Later |

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Bishop 


James Cannon, back in Washington 
after an extended European trip, 
in an interview last night com- 
mented vigorously on recent efforts 
of the Senate Campaign Funds 
Committee to learn what he did 
with funds turned over to him in 
1928 for the purpose of- defeating 
Alfred E. Smith for President. He 
made it fairly plain that he does 
not intend to tell the committee 
what he did with the money.” 

The Bishop unhesitatingly admit- 
ted that he m:xea political contri- 


butions and private trust funds 
with his personal funds in the many 
bank accounts which he main- 
tained. He said he “knew what 
he was doing,’ and considered it 
“his own private business.”’ In fact, 
he volunteered the information that 
he used $13,000 of private trust 
funds for political purposes, replac- 
ing it later from campaign contri- 
butions. 

On the other hand, he reiterated 
his statement that none of the po- 
litical contributions was ever con- 
verted to his personal use, and 
again suggested that a grand jury 
was the proper body to investigate 
any violations of law which might 
be alleged against him. And he 
said it with’ a distinct note of de- 
fiance. 


No Money From Huston, He Says. 

Although the committee last 
month received documentary evi- 
dence purporting to show that 
Bishop Cannon received a contri- 
bution of $5000 from Claudius 
Huston, the power lobbyist who 
later became chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, the 
Bishop asserted that he never re- 
ceived any money from Huston, and | 
could recall no conversation or 
correspondence with him during 
the campaign. He said he was 
puzzled by the evidence, and coul 
not explain it. 

He declared the committee had 
treated him “unfairly’’ by holding 
hearings while he was in Europe, 
although he said he would not have 
testified if he had been present. 
Indeed, he intimated that he will 
refuse to testify if he is subpenaed 
—a course already taken by his 
associates, the Rev. Sidney [eters, 
secretary of the Anti-Smith Dejo- 
ratic Headquarters Committee, and 
Miss Ada Burroughs, its treasurer. 
Cannon was chairman of that 
committee. 

Last night’s interview took place 
in the dingy old Bliss Building, 
which for many years has housed 
the offices of the Anti-Saloon 
League and the Southern Metho- 
dist Board of Temperance and So- 
cial Service, and from which the | 
successful fight was directed to put 
national prohibition in the Consti- 
tution. After climbing three flights 
of dark stairs, the correspondent 
found the Bishop propped up in 
bed, reading. Except for the old 
iron bed and an antiquated table, 
the room was almost bare of furni- 
ture. The place resembled an at- 
tic, but through his window : the 
Bishop could gaze on the lighted 
dome of the Capitol, directly across 
the street. 

“My feet are bothering me 
some,” he said, in explanation of 
his situation. “What brings you 
away up here to see @ man whom 
all the newspapers are discribing 
as a political corpse? Is it possi- 
ble that a dead man can still be a

He main- 
tained an account as exccutor of 
the estate of Mary Moore, deceased 
widow of a Methodist preacher, and 
he deposited funds which. he de- 
scribed as assets of the Newspaper 
Supply Co., although that corn- 
pany’s charter expired in 1921. Fi- 
nally, the evidence showed fre- 
quent transfers of funds among 
these accounts. One member of the 
comynittee described it as “a laby- 
rinth.”’ 


“T Knew What I Was Doing.” 

“Why did you mix these funds?” 
the Bishop was asked. 

*“‘Whose business was it if I chose 
to mix them?” was his spirited re- 
tort. “I knew what I was doing. It 
may be a labyrinth to the commit- 
tee, but it was simple enough to 
me. I knew where every dollar of 
it belonged, and eventually it was 
all properly distributed. Don't for- 
get that I have been doing businéss 
for a long time.”’ 

“Wouldn’t it have been more 
businesslike if each fund had been 
deposited in a separate account un- 
der its own name?” he was asked. 

“It wouldn't have been any clear- 
er td me. I knew exactly what I 
was doing,” he replied. 

“Wouldn't the committee and the 
public have got a different impres- 
sion of the transactions if you had 
done that?” 


‘{ suppose so,’ said the Bishop 
“but when I made these deposits I 
had no idea they would ever be in- 
vestigated. I considered it my own 
business, and I handled it in my 
own way, and that’s all there is 
to it.’’ 

Fvidence before the committee 
last month showed ‘that Cannon 
wrote to a bank in Blackstone, Va., 
shortly before the 1928 presiden- 
tial election, stating that he _ ex- 
pected soon to deposit $8000 of 
funds belonging to the Newspaper 
Supply Co. It showed that he 
made this deposit from funds sup- 
plied by Jameson as political con- 
tributions, and that eventvflly it 
was transferred into his account 
as executor of the Moore estate. It 
was an interesting transaction, and 
I asked him about it. 

All Plain to the Bishop. 

“Yes, the committee scems_ to 
have been very much excited over 
that, but it is all plain to me,” the 
prelate replied, shifting his pillow 
to a more comfortable angle “I 
had about $17,000, representing as- 
sets of that company. It is true 
the charter expired seven years 
earlier. What difference does that 
make? ‘The money belonged to 
the former stockholders of the 
company. Unlike the committee 
and some other people, they trust- 
ed me, and did not feel that I 
would steal it. 

‘When the ‘cmapaign began, I 
had that money in my personal ac- 
counts, with absolute authority to 
handle it as I pleased. I was un- 
der no bond. My main purpose 
was to beat Al Smith. It takes 
money to run political campaigns. 
I took some of the newspaper 
supply funds and put them into 
the campaign. I was absolutely 
certain that contributions would be

forthcoming, and that I would be 
able to replace it. If something 
happened to me—well, I was no 
pauper—it would be replaced out 
of my estate. Before I got through 
I used $13,000 of it that way. The 
contributions came in, as I knew 
they would, and I paid it back. 

“Te I chose to use this money to 
beat Al Smith, and then pay my- 
self back out of compaign funds, 
whose business was it? Of course, 
I paid it back with money I got 
from Jameson. It had gone into 
the campaign. I didn’t intend to 
pay it out of my own pocket.” 

Early in the 1928 campaign, as 
has been told, Cannon met in New 
York with Bascom Slemp, former 
secretary to President Coolidge and 
Republican National Committee- 
man from Virginia, and former 
Senator Joseph Frelinghuysen, Re- 
publican of New Jersey. It was 
Frelinghuysen, Cannon said last 
night, who suggested Jameson as' 
a possible contributor. 

‘“T saw Mr. Jameson in his office 
in New York,” he related. “‘Heisa 
fine man. The insinuations that he 
was not giving his own money are 
contemptible. I suppose he is 
worth $50,000,000. He said to me: 
‘Bishop, I don’t want to know where 
or how you spend this money, so 
long as you spend it to beat 
Smith.’ ”’ 

Jameson, testifying before the 
Senate committee last month, said 
that after giving Cannon the $50,- 
000 which he had originally prom- 
ised, he yielded to the Bishop’s elo- 
quence and gave an extra $8000 in 
the closing days of the campaign, 
which was the money eventually 
deposited at Blackstone as funds of 
the Newspaper Supply Co, After 
the election Cannon again visited 
Jameson, told him of a ‘“‘deficit” 
resulting from the campaign and 
got $7300 more. At the same time, 
the evidence showed, the Bishop 
wrote a circular letter to “friends 
of the cause,” telling about the 
deficit, and collected at least $2250 
from them. Jameson exhibited sur- 
prise when shown his letter by the 
committee. 


Cannon’s Version, 


In partial explanation, Cannon 
told the writer last night that he 
had expected Wood to repay the 
$5000 which had been advanced to 
the Anti-Smith Committee in North 
Carolina, but that he failed to col- 
lect it. Frank R. McNinch was 
chairman of the North Carolina 
committee, and President Hoover 
afterward appointed him a member 
of the Federal Power Commission. 

“Of course,” said the Bishop, “I 
suppose I might have punched Mc-| 
Ninch and those fellows and got 
some of that money back, but I 
was getting ready to leave the 
country for a rest and [I wanted to 
straighten out this tangle before I 
left. So I handled it the way I 
did.”’ 

There is on record before the 
committee a telegram to Jameson 
from the late James W. Good, then 
Western manager of the Hoover 
campaign, in which he stated that 
“Bascom Slemp is forming an in- 
dependent organization,” and asked 
Jameson to co-operate. The writer 
asked Bishop Cannon if his activ- 
ity was a part of Slemp’s “inde- 
pendent organization.”’ 

“Certainly not,’”’ he said. “Slemp 
is a Republican, and we were anti- 
Smith Democrats. He met Senator 
Frelinghuysen and myself, intro- 
duced me to Jameson and went 
away. That’s all he had to do with | 
gg 

The Bishop did not explain a let- 
ter, also in evidence before the 
committee, in which he wrote to 
Jameson that ‘“Slemp has raised 
three-fourths of the amount 
pledged by him and expects to have 
the rest by Monday.” 

“TI remember,” the Bishop added, 
“that somebody asked me during 
the campaign whether the anti- 
Smith Democrats would accept con- 
tributions from Republicans, I re- 
plied that I never looked a gift 
horse in the mouth. I didn’t care 
where the money came from. Our 
object was to beat Smith. The only 
way we would do it was by electing 
Hoover, and we did it.’’ 

He continued: “The committee 
treated me very unfairly by hold- 
ing hearings in my absence. I in-

Reed said: “The national trans- 
portation system is not threatened,” 
adding, “It is the business of the 
country and especially the contin- 
ued functioning of agriculture that 
is in danger.” 

Asserting the farmer is in no 
condition to stand any additional 
expense, Reed concluded: “It would 
be an intolerable burden to cast 
upon an industry that is prostrate 
and there is no emergency in rail- 
way credit or railway operation 
that justifies the imposition of such 
a burden.” 


JAPAN ANNOUNCES 


WITHDRAWAL’ OF 
TROOPS IN KIRIN 


Report Strengthens Hope in 
Geneva That Disputs 
With China Will Be Sub- 
mitted to Arbitration.

GENs VA, Switzerland, Sept. 24. 
—An official communique from To- 
kio announced today that Japan- 
ese troops had been withdrawn 
from Kirin in Manchuria. Receipt 
of this report was regarded in in- 
formed quarters at Geneva as 
strengthening the view that the 
Japanese Government had decid- 
ed to yield to demands for the 
withdrawal of troops in Manchuria 
and would accept a proposal for 
an inquiry by a mixed commission. 
By the Associated Press. ; 

TOKIO, Sept. 24.—The Japanese 
Government issued a statement to- 
night explaining to the world its 
position in Manchuria, and empha- 
sizing that Japan entertained ab- 
solutely no territorial ambitions in 
Manchuria. This position, said the 
Government, it had often stated 
previously. 

Japan’s sole aim, it added, was 
to give security so that its nation- 
als, under treaty rights, might car- 
ry on their enterprises in safety. 

The Government's statement fol- 
lowed its announcement that Jap- 
anese troops were being withdrawn 
from points outside the zone of the 
Japanese-owned South Manchurian 
Railway. 

Clashes Saturday between Japan- 
ese and Chinese troops at Mukden 
and several other Manchurian cities 
caused casualties on both sides and 
caused the Japanese to take pos-

WAGE CUTS AND PRICES. 

It was probably inevitable that the pledge to main- 
tain wage rates which was given by industrial lead- 
ers two years ago should be abandoned in the face 
of long-continued depresston. The announcement of 
wage reductions by the great steel corporations 
comes, therefore, as no surprise. Steel mills are oper- 
ating today at but 35 per cent of capacity. Unfilled 
orders stand at the lowest point in years. Salaries 
and dividend rates have already been cut. Nominal 
wages have been maintained only through the device 
of part-time work and staggered employment. Sev- 
eral large rubber, motor and copper coneerns have 
followed the lead of steel. It is debatable whether 
industry helps itself in this way, whether ft does 
But it is the tradi- 
tional remedy, one against which neither organized 
labor nor the protests of Mr. Hoover can prevail. 

The weakness of the policy is illustrated by the 
case of the Steel Corporation, which continues paying 
a reduced dividend, when dividends obviously should 
be sacrificed before wages are cut. The Steel Cor- 
poration is still paying a $4 dividend upon every 
share of common stock, which does not place it in an 
enviable position. The maintenance of wages up to 
the present time has been largely a fiction. The 
working week has been cut. The work day has been 
shortened. Part-time employment has become the 
usual thing. Nominal wages have been maintained, 
but payrolls have shrunk, and unemployment has 
grown by leaps and bounds. 

While wages on the railroads and in the highly 
organized manufactures along the Eastern seaboard 
have been comparatively well supported, wages in 
non-union fields, in the raw material industries and 
on the farms have fallen precipitately. Long months 
of hard times have left the price structure badly out 
of line. The prices of raw materials, agricultural 
products and the interest on short-time loans are 
down. But professional charges, bond and mortgage 
interest, rents, public utility charges, retail prices 
and the prices of finished manufactures, many of 
them semi-monopolistic in nature, are still compara- 
tively high. Business recovery is not to be expected 
until these prices are brought into realignment. 

Farmers and the producers of raw materials must 
still pay high fixed charges out of their reduced 
incomes. The balance which they have left for the 
purchase of manufactured goods is accordingly re- 
Manufacturers, supported by accumulated 
surpluses, have refused to cut prices. Unable to 
sell goods at existing prices, they are unable to em-

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HURTING THE CAUSE. 

Renewal of violence against Pevely milk trucks in 
Illinois hurts the cause of the milk producers. The 
public, which may be said to be in the position of a 
neutral spectator in the dispute between the Pevely 
company and the Sanitary Milk Producers, cannot 
help crying “Foul!” when masked men capture trucks 
and pour milk onto the ground. In so doing, they 
violate the Federal injunction obtained by the Pevely 
company and incur the risk of jail sentences. But, 
even worse, they prejudice the battle which the farm- 
ers are waging for the co-operative principle. 

The farmers’ co-operative is comparatively in its 
infancy in this country. Designed to meet modern 
conditions by giving the farmer economic solidarity 
in the market, it offers practically the only hope of 
raising agriculture to a position equal in strength 
to industry. In order to succeed, the co-operative 
must not only conquer internal problems, but it must 
win the confidence and sympathy of the public. Vio- 
lence and vandalism have the opposite effect. If the 
leaders of Sanitary Milk Producers cannot hold the 
hotheads in check, they might just as well abandon 
their effort to induce the Pevely company to enter 
a marketing agreement. 3 

LET IT DIE. 

Ranking high in legislative absurdity is the alder- 
manic bill prohibiting the use of Workhouse prison- 
ers in parks and on public works. Passed by the 
Board of Aldermen early in the summer, it was 
vetoed by the Mayor. The veto will be reported to 
the board tomorrow, and it is rumored that an ef- 
fort will be made to pass the bill over the veto. 

For six years Workhouse prisoners have been used 
in the parks to do work which otherwise would re- 
main undone for lack of municipal funds. It in- 
cludes clearing up rubbish and fallen leaves, lessen- 
ing fire danger, preventing the stoppage of drains 
and giving the parks a ngat.and orderly appearance. 
These prisoners have never caused a disturbance and 
the number of escapes is negligible. 

As Mayor Miller pointed out in his veto, no good 
purpose would be served by the bill. It would .not 
mean that the city would have more jobs to dis-

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THE RAILROAD CRISIS. 

Application by the railroads for a 15 per cent 
freight rate increase turns out to be something more 
than a movement for the relief ‘of the railrozds. It 
also turns out to be a movement for the relief of 
railroad credit, which, according to testimony before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission this week, is 
in a precarious state. The commission was told that 
three-fourths of the investments of trustees, savings 
banks and insurance companies are in railroad bonds, 
all in peril of early removal from the legal lists un- 
less the railroads secure relief. 

No word has come out cf Washington as to the 
probable outcome of the case. The attitude of the 
commission has been entirely noncommittal. At the 
outset, when: railroad men chiefly were testifying, 
Commissioner Eastman asked a good many pertinent 
questions. He apparently did not believe that the 
increase would do the railroads any good, and even 
some railroad men are not sure that it would. Ship- 
pers bitterly oppose the increase, as do many of the 
state railroad commissions. The North Dakota com- 
mission asserts that the railroads are asking prefer- 
ential treatment at a time when all industry is in 
trouble. The California commission declares that 
many large industries out there, already on the ropes, 
will go down and out if the increase is granted. 
It is also charged that the railroads seek to recapture 
in freight rates their losses in passenger income. 
Notwithstanding all such protests, the railroads press 
hotly for the increase. They assert that if it is 
granted, the exodus totrucks, which opponents predict 
will offset the increase, will be inconsiderable. Their 
contention is that the trucks, which carry only 2% 
per cent of our land-borne freight, have already made 
off with all they can get. eo 

Whether the commission will consider this phase 
of the. matter remains to be seen. There is good 
reason for believing that it will not. That is, the 
railroads are entitled to a fair earning upon their 
valuation. The commission has fixed that earning 
at 5% per cent, and it is faced by the certainty that 
almost no railroad is making it. From a atrictly 
legal point of view, the commission can therefore do 
no other than grant the railroads increases until they 
can make it. There will be less surprise if the com- 
mission grants at least part of the increase than 
there would be if it refused the petition upon the 
score that the increase would be futile. 

However the matter comes out, it cannot contribute 
anything to a solution of the railroad problem. Mr. 
Eastman thinks the time is not faf off when the 
Government will have to assume control over all pub- 
lic transportation, and there is growing support for 
that opinion. The highways particularly have made 
such inroads into the business of the railways that 
most of the latter cannot operate profitably except 
in very piping times. The railroads insist it is un- 
fair that they should be heavily taxed in this com- 
petition when automotive transportation pays com- 
paratively little tax. That is true, but neither Con- 
gress nor the state Legislatures have been able to 
equalize the situation. It seems that the most im- 
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mediate chance of something being done about it is 
that the growing volume of busses and trucks is | 
pounding the highways to pieces and putting upon. 
the taxpayers a burden against which they must 
soon cry out. 

At any rate, faced by a series of crises, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission may be said to have a 
hard nut to crack. 
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AERIAL DEATH ON HOLIDAY. 


Among the phenomena recounted in last season's 
play, “Death Takes a Holiday,” is the incident of a 
man who, while the Grim Reaper is on vacation, 
throws himself from the Eiffel Tower and finds him- 
self landing uninjured, though greatly astonishéd. 
The sensations of this personage probably are dupli- 
cated today in the feelings of three aviators, Chris- 
tian Johanssen, Willy Rody and Fernando Costa 
Viega, who have just been fished out of the North 
Atlantic after floating more than six days in the 
wreckage of their plane. The world had given them 
up for lost, and probably the flyers had done the 
same thing about the time their craft, bound from 
Lisbon to New York, plunged into a large and lonely 
ocean, with no radio facilities aboard to summon 
help. Their surviving the air’s perils and those of 
the sea, and finally their rescue by the motorship 
Belmoira, border on the miraculous. Death, seem- 
ingly, had another holiday. 
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DIGGING INTO THE PAYROLL GRAFT. 


State Treasurer Larry Brunk continues to drill 
into the alleged payroll graft of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. He seems to have “struck oil” in the 
Columbia National Bank of Kansas City. The rec- 
ords of that bank show that two Kansas City mem- 
bers of the House, Gil P. Bourk and Max Asotsky, 
did a pretty extensive business with that bank in 
cashing clerks’ warrants. Warrants cashed by Bourk, 
according to the records, totaled $4056; those cashed 
by Asotsky, $2705.50. The records also disclose that 
Bourk transmitted $420 to Joseph L. Kennedy of 
Marshall, chief clerk of the House. 

Both Bourk and Asotsky deny any knowledge or 
connection with the transactions. Yet the evidence 
can hardly be blown away by an indignant denial. 
There are the initials “G. B.” and “M. A.,” penciled: 
by officers of the bank on many of the warrants 
by way of identifying the persons to whom payment 
was made. Here and there is a warrant on which 
the name of the original payee was erased, appar- 
ently by a chemical, and another name written in. 
There is the statement by the attorney of the bank 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent that “all these 
matters * * * were handled by the bank for persons 
who were regular customers of the bank in the regu- 
lar course of business. Employes of the bank had 
no reason to believe there was anything irregular 
at the time of the transactions.” There is other 
evidence. : 

Speaking of the bank records, Treasurer Brunk 
says: “We now have direct, positive and documentary 
evidence that members of the Legislature received 
for their personal use State funds which were sup- 
posed to go to clerical employes.” He reiterates his 
charge that the diversion of such funds amounts to 
$200,000. He has a long distance yet to go to get 
to that figure, but he seems to be on his way. Public 
sentiment will wish him well in his House-cleaning

Enigmatical Mr. Stimson 


Contradictions are rife in Mr. Stimson’s character; he is a strange mixture of con- 
servatism and liberalism; perhaps the key to the puzzle is that, while the Secretary 
of State was born into wealth and luxury, he fell under the counteracting 
influence of an idealistic and humanitarian uncle.

enigma to most of those around him. 

He favors universal military conscrip- 
tion, yet was the most hard-hitting enemy 
the militarists had when they opposed a 
naval reduction treaty. He paid $800,000 
for a palatial estate in fashionable North- 
west Washington, yet he believes in the re- 
distribution of wealth and advocates in- 
creased income taxes for the wealthy. He 
is cold, aloof, criticised as being snobbish, 
but does the most generous and thoughtful 
things for those around him. He is a 
strange mixture of conservatism and lib- 
eralism, of pacifism and militarism, of gen- 
tility and democracy. 

The secret of this contradicition is Stim- 
son's family. He has never been able to 
forget the proud part it played in the 
founding of these United States. He trics 
to forget; he tries to mix with his fellow- 
men; but never has he been able com- 
pletely to divorce himself from the inher- 
ent instinct that he is of a race “born to 
rule. 

Young Henry Lewis Stimson was born 
into a stultifying world of wealth and lux- 
ury. He had no particular reason for wor- 
rying about the problem of making a liv- 
ing, and his early youth was not calculated 
to inspire suc’: worry. While an undergrad- 
uate at Yale, he spent his vacations in 
what is an expensive luxury even for the 
sons of Eli—big-game hunting. He made 
annual excursions to the Rockies or to 
Canada and later gained some reputation 
for himself as the first white man to climb 
“The Chief’ in the Glacier National Park. 
He interspersed these hunting trips with 
vacations in New Brunswick, Quebec and 
Switzerland, where he climbed the Matter- 
horn and the Rothhorn. Graduated from 
Yale in 1888, Stimson was, with two excep- 
tions, like any other rich man’s son who 
has a pipe-line to his father’s purse and 
a desire to satisfy his curiosity. 

These two exceptions were: family pride 
and an uncle. 


H enicm LEWIS STIMSON remains an 


Instead of giving his life to the healing 
of the sick and the racing of yachts, as 
did Henry Lewis’ father, Henry Albert 
Stimson, 90 years old, an unele of 
Henry Lewis, had dedicated it to the work 
of the Lord. He raised seven children, 
preached from pulpits in Minneapolis, St. 


~ Louis and New York, and became the out- 


standing and most liberal Congregationalist 
divine of his day. 

In the life of Henry Lewis Stimson, his 
namesake, the Rev. Dr. Stimson played a 
great part—probably the most important 
part any individual. has played. Young 
tienry Lewis took his problems to his uncle. 
They saw much of each other. Even to- 
day, when the present Secretary, of State 
makes hurried business trips to New York, 
he seldom fails to spend an evening with 
the aged divine, and his uncle in turn never 
hesitates to sign his name to lengthy peti- 
tions urging the Secretary of State to take 
certain steps in international relations which 
other members of the State Department 
consider rank heresy. 

From his uncle, therefore, Henry Lewis 
Stimson got a certain humanitarian and 


idealistic slant on life which, together with 
his family pride and his luxurious youth, 
made his character, even in its formative 
period, a combination of weird contradic- 
tions. 

Dominant in his character was the in- 
bred belief that being a Stimson, blessed 
with the privileges of wealth and prestige, 
he was born to rule. This rule, however, 
thanks to the teachings of a kindly uncle, 
was to be beneficent and for the good of 
the people. Mixed up with this were all 
the characteristics which ordinarily accrue 
from a life of luxury. Stimson was mental- 
ly and physically lazy. He had never been 
compelled to work. He was surrounded 
by conservative friends and conservative in- 
fluences. Yet despite this environment, 
and partly because of his uncle, young 
Henry Lewis was able to keep a liberal 
and detached view on life such as most 


wealthy young men lost before they were 


graduated from knee breeches, 


With this groundwork of character, Henry 
Lewis Stimson started out on a life that 
was to make him more renowned and more 
criticised than any of his distinguished an- 
cestors. 

When Stimson, Governor-General of the 
Philippines, was summoned to Washington 
to become Secretary of State, a friend 
wrote of him in the New York Times: 

“The stern Daughter of the Voice of 
God’ has stood ever at his elbow, laying 
on him the compulsions that she laid on 
men of old. * * * You saw him bow his 
head when the call came and sail away like 
a Roman proconsul. * * * it is as if 
someone out of the Good Book had put his 
hand on Stimson’s shoulder with the famil- 
lar words, ‘Well done, good and faithful 
servant.’ ”’ 

‘Those words convey most accurately the 
impression which Mr. Stimson gives to the 
casual observer. On his face is the look 
of bored martyrdom. He, a Stimson, has 
been summoned to accept the responsibil- 
ities of his patriotism and his position, and 
he is not one to spurn the challenge. ... 

The facts, however, belie both the look 
on Stimson’s face and his friend's descrip- 
tion quoted above. 

Mr. Stimson became Secretary of State 
not at the command of the “Stern Daugn- 
ter of the Voice of God,” nor at the urg- 
ing of someone out of the Good Book, but 
because his law partner, Elihu Root, and 
his old friend, William Howard Taft, were 
back in Washington pulling the wires for 
his appointment. 

In fact, it has been the “Stern Daughter 
of the Voice of God” in the person of Elihu 
Root that has got for Mr. Stimson many of 
those important positions which, to the un- 
initiated, appear to be the reward of great 
merit plus the discernment of. God.
